Tue annuuneement that. the Chinese Go- 
sernment are abbut to fortify’ Chasan, 
Pootoo, the approack to Wenchow, aud other 
places on the coast is not without significance, 
The allegod reason for this outlay, is the 
suppression of piracy, which is said to ‘be 
again becouting common along the coast ; 
Lut this isso obviously & pretext that it may 
be promptly dismnivsed. The real object : of 
iho Chinese Government in sanctioning er-| 
penditure on such fortifications is plainly 
enough tho- protection of the. various ports 
iyuunst outside attack and aggresdion. The 
determination “ to.fortify Chtisan haa no 
doubt been dictated by.a desire to prevent. 
auy foreign Power at any time seizing and 
holding that island. The Chinese Govern. 
ment have not forgotten. how long. aud 
successfully the British forces held Chusas, 
and appreciating the commanding position 
of the island—which is situated near. the 
Mouth of the Yangteze—they xcean, if} 
possible, to’ prevent its ever again’ falling 


“into hostile haads. . Nor is it only on account 


of its strategic position that the Chinese 
. valne..Chusan, Chusan is among the most 
fertile and picturesque spots in the Eupire, 
while its dependency’: Pootoo' is perbaps 
the most sucred island on the count, ile 
groves ind temples being regarded with 
much. “affection, and) veueration by the 
Chinese Buddhists. The loss of Chusan in 
1842 was deoply. felt by the Emperor Tao-

It inay be doubted, however, whether a 
trinl. of only four. yeara duration was 
sufficient to conclusively prove the real 
commorcial value of the‘ island. More- 
over, “had Chusan’ been retained ag a 
British colony the opaiing of Shanghai as 
& treaty port might have been dispensed 
with, The trade would. thea havo. followed 
the’ traders, and the advantages offered 
under. British rule would, aa-in. the “ease. of 
Hongkong, bave inevitably drawn to Tingbat 
the Chinese werchants. As it was, oun 
birs of native tradere had begun to settle 
down there, and suwe of them had built and 
speculuted. on the strength of the permanence 
of the British occupation... The rule.of the 
British left a most favourable impression on 
tho inhabitants, and tho poople of Tinghai 
at any raté mgarded the evacnution with 
regret for many reasons. It is hardly likely 
that ‘Linghai-could havo rivalled Shanghai 
after that port had once been opened, but 
Chusdn would even’ then assuredly have 
hecome a mout valuable and important. mili- 
tary station, Whetber the Chinese Govern- 
unit. svould hive consented to code it in por. 
petuity is another question. Probably they. 
would have been compelled to do so in order 
to necare peace, but the presence of a foreign 
Power ‘there might certainly have kept alive 
more actively tho socrot hatred of all Western 
nations cherished at Peking. However that 
may have been, speculation is useless now, 
but one thing is evident, viz.: that the 
present Ohinese Government are detarmined, 
if possible, to provide againat the recurrence 
of any forcign invasion of the sacred: soil cf 
the Flowery Lind, io mattar at what point. 
The obstinate defence of Formosa, agdinst. 
the Frenchundor Admiral Couguer in 1884.5 
indieated the spirit, in which the Chinese Go- 
vernmentwill mestanyfutureinvagion oftheir 
territory, and the repudiation: of Caune 
How's unfortunate Treaty with Russiaaffora- 
ed a further proof of their determination 
to hold tenacivusly to even the must remote 
parts of their outlying territory. The forti-* 
fications constracted will also bea vact im- 
provement on former défences both in the 
manner of construction and in their arma - 


ment, and if the guns aro wall sorved wil 


render any operations by a hostile. fleet 
both ‘diffoult and costly. Syachronously 
with. tho improvement of hex -army -and 
navy and the strengthening of her const da- 
fence, China will, it ix to. be feared, wax 
more arrogant and unyieldiug to demands 
for reparation for. injuries. suffered. by fo 
eignuss, in the beliof,that, sha cay then enfely 
defy the “ ontor barbarians” and keep them 
in their place, * :
